CHAPTER 188.

AN AOT to authorize counties, towns and cities to aid in the con-
. struction of the West Wisconsin railway.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows: :

SecrioN 1. ‘Tt shall be lawful for the proper officers
of any county, town or incorporated city or village, to
levy atax upon all the taxable property in such county,
town, incorporated city or village, to aid in the con-
struction of any portion of the West Wisconsin rail-
way, and for such purpose to issue the bonds of any
such county, town, incorporated city or village, in such
sum or sums, and upon such terms and conditions as
shall be agreed upon by and between such county,
town, incorporated city or village, and the West Wis-
consin railway company; but no such tax shall be
levied, nor bonds be issued, by any such county, town,
incorporated city or village, unless a majority of the
legal voters of such county, town, in¢orporated city or
village, voting on the question, shall first have voted in
